Lanourers’ Corraces.—In the course of an inquiry held the other 
day before Mr Brunner, coroner for Oxfordshire, touching the death 
of a poor girl at Hampton Poyle, a village within six miles of Ox- 
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ford, it came out that the cottage of the family contained only one 
sleeping room, and that of the most miserable description, being near 
the thatched roof, and barely high enough to stand upright in the 
middle. There were three beds in this room, and eight persons (com- 
prising the father, mother, and a grown-up daughter and son, and 
four young children) occupied it asa dormitory. We hope the publi- 
cation of this case will arouse the landlords and farmers of Oxford- 
shire, and cause them to render the miserable huts of their depen- 
dents and labourers fit for human beings to reside in, instead of 
having them huddled indiscriminately together. This is not at all 
an isolated case in the neighbourhood of Oxford, where, with the ex- 
ception of a few villages, the labourers’ cottages are wretched in the 
extreme. 

Tue LAND and THE LAnouren.--- A few days since, 2 body of la- 
bourers, of the parishes of Boarshall, Bucks, went to Owing house, 
the residence of Sir Thomas Digby Aubrey, Bart. he being the owner 
of a large portion of that parish, to state to him their distress from in- 
ability to obtain employment, and their unwillingness to become, 
with their wives and families, inmates of the poorhouse. The men 
walked about a dozen miles to tell the owner of the soil their distress. 
It appeared that there were fourteen in want of work. Sir Thomas 
expressed himself in favour of their having labour found them, and 
wrote to his steward at Boarshall to that effect. On an inquiry being 
made as to the labour employed on the Jand, it appeared that there 
were 900 acres of land in the place, which have but three labourers 
employed on them.—Globe. 





Sir Henry Pottixcer.—This distinguished gentleman reached 
Manchester on Friday last, where he received addresses (from the 
corporation, merchants and manufacturers, operatives, &c.), and was 
entertained ata banquet in the same complimentary and splendid 
style of which London and Liverpool bad set the example. ‘The din- 
ner was presided over by the Mayor, and was attended by some three 
or four M.P.’s, and a great body of merchants and manufacturers 
of Manchester and the neighbourhood. ‘The talk was a little more 
manifestly that of business men and free traders than was exhibited 
at the former manifestations. Thus the Mayor, in giving the toast of 
the evening, said— 

** T may remind you, gentlemen, that the empire of China, which has been 
so extensively opened to you by the successful negociations of Sir Henry 
Pottinger, includes in every part—is equal to, I believe—cight hun- 
dred and forty millions of British statute acres, and comprises within that 
space a population which is now computed to amount to upwards of three 
hundred and forty millions of souls; and it will then be easy for yen, gen- 
tlemen, all of whom are accustomed to minute calculations, at once to de- 
termine what the degree of advantage will be to this manufacturing district 
by having a market of this extroardinary extent opened out tous. (Loud 
cheers.) You will recollect, gentlemen, that the population of Great Bri 
tain amounts to twenty-seven millions of people; and if we consider for a 
single moment, that twenty-seven millions of people have now the opportu- 
nity of free and equal trade with a population exceeding three hundred and 
fifty millions of people, the advantages must be almost wholly upon our 
sile. (f.oud cheers.) I heard an exclamation which proceeded from one 
of our country manufacturers upon the subject, which I daresay will convey 
some idea to the minds of gentlemen present of the advantages whieh we 
are likely to derive from the extension of our intercourse with China: 
‘Why,’ said the worthy maufacturer, ‘all the mills wetnow have will 
hardly make yarn to find them with night caps and socks.’ (Laughter.)”

Buenos Arres.—aA letter, pe sted in the Liverpool underwriters’ 
room on Thursday last, dated Buenos Ayres, Oct. 2, details the sei- 
zure by the American Commodore, commanding the United Sta 
frigate of the whole Argentine squadron. Since the depar- 
ture of Commodore Purvis the fishing boats of Monte Video are 
seized by the Argentines whenever they can catch them. “On Sun- 
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day one of these boats was pursued by an armed schooner, having the 
Buenos Ayrean flag, and the latter having the best of the r: ace, the 
boat ran under the lee of an American ‘arque for security, upon 
which the armed schooner, without hailing or other usual notice, 
fired shotted guns into the barque, doing some damage. ‘The Ame- 
rican Commodore immediately sent an armed boat to take possession 
of the aggressive schooner, and then of the whole Argentine squadron 
in detz ‘il, | lowering the flag of each vessel in succession. Commodore 
Grenfell, commanding the Brazilian force at Monte Video, sent a 
message to Captain Phippin, stating that he considered the blockade 
to be void, as the blockading naval force had ceased to exist. The 
armed schooner did not strictly belong to the squadron, but is one of 
the small craft fitted out by Oribe, and manned by the lowest class of 
foreigners, who remunerate themselves by prize mone y. She carried 
no papers of any kind, and the American Commodore retains her as a 

‘ pir atical craft.2 On the same day a sortie was made from Monte 
Video, under the command of Flores, who succeeded in surprising a 
party of Oribe’s men, slew about 60 of them, and carried off a quan- 
tity of cattle and horse *s, Which were driven into the town.” 


Perv.—A vessel from South America, bound to Liverpool, has 
put into the Cove of Cork, where she is detained by the prevailing 
easterly winds. Letters have been forwarded on to the owners at 
Liverpool, representing that an outrage had been committed on the 
British Consul resident at Arica, and that the authoritie 's of the town 
were the parties ; the outrage is mentioned as being of the crossest 
description. The British squadron engaged in the blockade of Islay 
had information of the outrage communicated by Mr Wilson, the 
insulted consul, and her Majesty’s ship Talbot was immediate ly dis- 
patched to Arica. It is said that water was refused this vessel. Our 
Peruvian minister, Mr Adams, happened to be on board the Talbot, 
and considered the circumstances of the case so flagrant as to demand 
an immediate apology, which was ~~ s in the name of the British 
Government by the commander of the Yalbot. The apology being 
refused, the Tal bot opene d fire on he governor's residence ; several 
shells were thrown in, and this was represented as being only a be- 
ginning, and that the town would be bombarded.
